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Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 

Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1 .1 33 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Number) 

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials. 
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Interview Summary 

Review of applicant's "points for discussion". 

1 . Applicant alleges that the Examiner misstated the record by asserting that Fig. 3 
was submitted as having a space between the two plates. This issue was clarified 
during the interview with the proposed drawing amendments submitted 03/03/06. 
However, the drawings submitted on 06/20/05 clearly showed a space between the two 
plates. 

2. There is no space between the plates shown in Fig. 1 . The issue was clarified 
during the interview. However, it should be noted that the Examiner was actually 
referring to Fig. 1A of the provisional. The Examiner's copy of Fig. 1A (which is a scan 
of a hand drawn apparatus) appears to show a single line between the two plate. Only 
after several magnifications can on see that there are two lines separating the plates. 

3. The applicant takes issue with the examiner's interpretation of the term "seam". 
As explained to the applicant, every claim term must be defined. If the term is not 
expressly defined in the specification then it is given its ordinary meaning. The 
Examiner did not engage in suggesting alternative language but the applicant 
suggested some alternatives and decided to think about the issue before making a final 
decision. The Examiner agreed that alternative language could be used as long as it is 
supported by the specification. 

4. See #3. 

5. The Examiner agrees that claim language reciting a seam is entitled to the filing 
date of the provisional. However, see #3 above. 
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6. "The Examiner stated that the litigation between Action Target and Porta Target 
requires seam to be read to exclude a space." The Examiner has never made such a 
statement. The applicant was notified that the Examiner was aware of past litigation 
and did not want to allow new matter into the specification that could have bearing on 
future disputes between Porta Target or anyone else. 

7. The issue regarding claim 21 was brought into compliance by applicant's 
amendment. 

8. The issue regarding the plurality of sheets as disclosed in claim 1 has been 
resolved. The Examiner is in agreement with applicant's statements. 

9. Applicant's point #9 directed to the keyholes appears to be moot since it was not 
raised in the previous Office Action.
